It has been made clear that managers 


want to manipulate the Charter into a 
document that erodes employee job 
rights and protections under the guise 
of more efficient management of 
departmental personnel. They want to 
be free to exercise management discre- 
tion unencumbered by rules requiring 
fairness and equity for the employees 
affected by their managerial edicts. 
Dictatorships are more efficient than 
more restrained forms of management, 
but they’re not always pleasant environ- 
ments in which to work for employees 
subjected to the whims of those entrust- 
ed with such unbridled power. 
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strengthen job protections and enhance 
fairness in the discipline of employees. 
We are at polar opposites from man- 
agement on some issues, and compro- 
mise will be difficult to reach. Many of 
the Department’s recommendations 
involve changes in disciplinary proce- 
dures which the League opposes. We 
view Charter Reform as an opportunity 
to give police officers the same protec- 
tions enjoyed by nearly every other City 
employee. It may come as a surprise to 
you that the employees of every other 
City department, including the Fire 
Department, have the right to appeal 
discipline to an outside arbiter. Only 
police officers are denied this basic 
avenue of objective appeal. How objec- 
tive can a command officer be sitting 


and perhaps criticized up the chain of 
command; the same chain of command 
that will make decisions regarding the 
next transfer, promotion and career 
advancement? Police officers need and 
deserve the same rights provided to 
other City employees and the League 
will be pursuing Charter changes that 
ensure that police officers are treated at 
least as well as other City employees. 
The Charter Reform process has 
been progressing for some time now, 
and recently the Department brought its 
recommendations for Charter Reform 
to the Police Commission for the Com- 
mission’s review and approval, A 
week later | had an opportunity to 
counter the Department’s proposals with

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This place is getting scary, don't 
you think? I mean, look at what 1s 
happening to our disciplinary system 
and how it is totally trashing our 
hard-working officers. And look how 
it is totally incapacitating the effec- 
tiveness of our supervisors. All they 
have time for is to investigate com- 
plaints. I have received numerous 
complaints from our members about 
the unfairness and wastefulness of 
this system, and demands that the 
League do something to modify this 
outrageous system. I have told each 
person that we have attempted to 
deal with this through the Police 
Commission but to no avail. The 
Commission has sunk back to its po- 
sition of mediocrity and refuses to 
deal with any problems created by the 
Chiefs misguided policies (even 
though the Commission is supposed 
to be the head of this Department). 
What we must do is keep the City 
Council informed and let the public 
know how counterproductive things 
have become. Once this complaint 
system affects our level of service, 
then either the Chief or City Council 
will have to modify this lunacy. 

Did you see the recent Daily News 
expose on the ballooning overtime 
budget of our Department? First of 
a]l. it amazes me that we could have 
such a problem with overtime now 
because everyone I know can't get OT 
-£ their life depended on it. But, this 
article focused on individual overtime 
amounts without looking at why it 
was necessary. I suspect that some of 
the OT is necessarily being spent on 
things such as homicide investiga- 
tions and court, but way too much 
time is being spent on our new com- 
plaint system, and too little time is 
being spent on real police work. 
Sooner or later the Chief 1s going to 
realize that this is an obscene waste 
of taxpayers money and drastic 
changes must be made. 

I received a humorous letter from 
a citizen who lives out in the Valley 
(he preferred that I not use his 
name because he has come to real- 
ize that our Department’s manage- 
ment will be extremely vindictive 
against anyone who speaks out 
against their policies). In this letter, 
he speaks of our new complaint pro- 
cedure from the point of view of the 
leader of the local gangs. He states

gate all complaints whether or not 
it’s true or even if it doesn’t violate 
any rule! And what’s better is that 
we can make these complaints any 
way we want; in person, in writing, 
on the phone, or even on their new 
web site. And we don’t have to give 
them our names or anything! Do 
you know what this means for all of 
our homeboys? It couldn’t be better 
if we wrote it ourselves! Do you 
know how many complaints we can 
make if we want? The sky is the 
limit! We will keep them so busy 
that the last thing they will be wor- 
rying about is our fun little activi- 
ties. So, start right now. Pick out 
the cops who cause you the most 
hassle and start making com- 
plaints. Before you know it, these 
guys will be eating out of our hands 
because their personnel packages 
will start looking like the phone 
book. They know damn well that 
their bosses won’t promote them 
and will stick them on some desk 
job if we complain enough. So, listen 
up! I predict that we will be able to 
do whatever we want unless some 
do-gooders scare the Chief into 
changing things. So, keep this plan 
quiet except for those sissy report- 
ers at the L.A. Times and the law- 
yers at the ACLU. They will back us 
up no matter how much it hurts the 
regular people out t here. Happy 
days are here again!’ 

You may think that this little 
ditty is funny, but it is deadly accu- 
rate as to the state of affairs in this 
City. Most people don’t know or 
don’t care about this situation. But, 
[ guarantee that it will reach a point 
where drastic changes will have to 
be made, not for the benefit of those 
hard-working and honest officers 
being victimized, but for the eco- 
nomic and social stability of the 
City. This town cannot afford a po- 
lice force that is unwilling or unable 
to be pro-active and effective. With- 
out changes, we will quickly become 
such an institution. 

Along these same lines, it is be- 
coming abundantly clear that the 
management of this Department is 
developing a seige mentality and is 
willing to do and say anything to 
protect themselves and the Depart- 
ment from taking blame for poor 
policies and mismanagement. 
Take, for example, a lawsuit that is 
currently being heard in one of our 
local Superior Courts. One of our 
more colorful officers is suing a 
number of his coworkers and supe- 
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In today’s knowledge-based econ- 
omy, practitioners often have far 
greater technical knowledge and 
skills than do their managers. Many 
successful organizations have begun 
to ask the practitioners about their 
managers. These for profit and non- 
profit corporations have established 
and added a bottom-up evaluation 
system to their traditional top-down 
evaluations. Rating from the “bot- 
tom-up” is called upward feedback. 
The theory is that upward feedback 
increases the effectiveness of a man- 
ager and, therefore, the effectiveness 
of the organization. 


Scientific studies clearly show that 
upward feedback dramatically in- 
creases the effectiveness of an organi- 
zation. We also believe the 
promotional boards, those who make 
decisions about who will and who will 
not be promoted, who will and who 
will not be an effective commanding 
officer, should have our input. 


Have you ever wondered, “How did | 


they promote that idiot to be a cap- 
tain,(or commander or chief), don't 
they know?” A promotional board 
only knows what the candidate tells 
them, what is in the personnel pack- 
age and, perhaps, some personal 
knowledge as to his/her reputation. 


LAPD’s current system to rate 
managers is a top-down only system.

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Furthermore, commanding officers 
are rated on administrative tasks 
that have little or nothing to do with 
being a police leader. For example 
commanding officers are rated on 
whether they complete their projects 
on time, whether they complete per- 
sonnel complaints on time; and many 
of us wonder if one of the criteria is 
whether they have recently “dropped 
the hammer” on some innocent cop- 
per just to perpetuate the “burn-em- 
to-learn-em” theory of management 
by intimidation. 

We have developed a rating proto- 
col which is based on input from three 
sources. First, we studied both the 
academic and business literature to 
find out what are the characteristics, 
values, beliefs and actions that all 
leaders have in common. 

Second we sought input from 
League members. Participants were 
asked two open-ended questions: 

1. A good commanding officer does 
the following things and/or has the 
following characteristics. 

2. A bad commanding officer does 
the following things and/or has the 
following characteristics. 

The responses to the open-ended 
questions were correlated and a set of 
characteristics and behaviors were 
identified.

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Accountability - What 
Does It Really Mean? 


The Department appears to be 
holding everyone accountable. The 
Chief says he’s accountable, the 
deputy chiefs are accountable, the 
commanders are accountable, the 
captains are accountable, and this 
process works its way down to the 
lieutenants, the sergeants, the de- 
tectives, all the way down to the 
street cops. But what does it really 
mean? 

I believe it should mean we are 
out here to do the very best job we 
can as individuals. I further believe 
each individual delivers a unique 
level of performance in various ar- 
eas. Our job should be to make this 
City and the citizens who live 
within it as safe as humanly possi- 
ble, to respond when they need us, 
and deliver them the very best of 
professional service.

When Bernard Parks so lovingly 
and compassionately created the 1.28 
to make all of your lives miserable, he 
included something buried in the fine 
print to continue to give him total 
control and domination over your ca- 
reers as long as he remains in charge. 
Special Order No. 1, 1998, addresses 
the recordation of complaints that are 
“other than sustained and are unre- 
lated in nature or occurrence.” 

When an officer is accused of mul- 
tiple allegations of misconduct and 
the investigation sustains one of the 





allegations and unfounded multiple 
others, the Department maintains 
the right to place all of the unfounded 
allegations in your personnel file, un- 
less the Department determines that 
the unfounded allegation should be 
excluded from the personnel file. The 
concerned officer has no voice or input 
in the decision. The Order dictates 
the control of your personnel file to 
the kind, caring, impartial people at 
IAD by stating, “The final determina- 
tion as to the exclusions of allegations 
from a personnel file shall be made by 
Internal Affairs Group.” 
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If you ever wonder why the Protec- 


tive League has to seek outside relief 
it is because of the tyranical manage 
ment mentality of LAPD. An un- 
founded complaint means that it 
didn’t happen. What possible valid 
reason could management have to 
track complaints that “didn’t hap- 
pen”? 

During negotiations in the meet 
and confer process, the League re- 
quested that all unfounded com- 
plaints and all not guilty allegations 
from Board of Rights be redacted 
from any sustained complaints 
placed in an officer's personnel file.

Simply stated, it appears that Ber- 
nard Parks will spare no expense to 
burn an officer, yet he won't lift a 
finger to help an officer who has been 
falsely or wrongly accused.

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Proposed Charter 
Reform 


A word has been circulating 
around the Department corri- 
dors since Chief Parks took 
Office. The word is “account- 
ability.” In an effort to achieve 
that accountability, Chief Parks 
has proposed some major Char- 
ter changes. In this month’s ar- 
ticle, I would like to review some 
of the proposed changes to actu- 
ally see if Chief Parks is striving 
for accountability or for the con- 
trol of power. 

In February, Chief Parks pro- 
posed numerous’ Charter 
changes to the Police Commis- 
Sion, for their approval to for- 
ward them to the Charter 
Reform Commissions. Some of 
the recommendations are: (1) 
that a Charter Amendment be 
introduced that would require 
the Department of Pensions to 
medically retire officers who are 
no longer able to perform the es- 
sential functions of the job for 
their civil service classification 
G.e., no light duty jobs); (2) that 
Deputy Chiefs and the Execu- 
tive to the Chief of Police be ex- 

empt from civil service (group of 
“yes” men?); (3) to eliminate the 
right of officers to receive 30- 
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days pay when they have been 
charged and relieved from duty 
(what happened to being inno- 
cent until proven guilty?); (4) to 
add reduction in pay grade as a 
penalty; (5) to recommend the 
cost of representation and tran- 
scripts be transferred from the 
City to the union (eliminate De- 
fense Reps); and finally, (6) that 
the Chief has the authority to 
select the officer’s Defense Rep. 


These are just six of many recom- 
mendations the Chief has made. 
Isolating just a couple of these rec- 
ommendations, let’s look at how 
they would affect our current disci- 
pline system. Under the current 
system, when an officer is charged 
with misconduct, an investigation 
ensues. When the investigation is 
completed, the findings are submit- 
ted to the Chief of Police. Based on 
these findings, and without hearing 
testimony or evidence, the Chief 
makes the decision on the officer’s 
guilt or innocence. If the officer is 
found guilty by the Chief and the 
alleged misconduct is serious 
enough, the officer is relieved of 
duty and ordered to a Board of 
Rights. The officer now receives 30- 

days pay and hopes to complete the 
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Rights hears the testimony and evi- 
dence, and based on what they have 
heard, finds the officer guilty or in- 


nocent. 


Under the Chief’s new proposals, 
the officer would no longer receive 
30-days pay and would have to pay 
for his own representation (i.e., the 
union would pay for his repre- 
sentation). The Chief also wants 
the authority to choose the officer's 
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is guilty, due to the mere fact that 
the officer is at a Board of Rights. 
These two command staff officers 
are subordinates to the Chief of Po- 
lice and are subject to his supervi- 
sion (i.e., transfers, coveted 
assignments). These two command 

staff officers are going to tell the 

Chief of Police he was wrong and 

find an officer not guilty? Even with 

these unfair odds, officers are found 

not guilty approximately 15-20% of 

the time at Boards of Rights. 

After reviewing the Chief's Char- 
ter Reform proposals, I have a ques- 
tion whether the Chief of Police is 
addressing accountability, or at- 
tempting to control the power. 
Charter Section 202 was imple- 
mented so that no one entity or per- 
son would control all the power. 
When one has that control, it leads 
to abuse of discretion. 

I respect the office of the Chief of 
Police and what it stands for. How- 
ever, I, along with the other Direc- 
tors, feel that if some of the Chief of 
Police’s proposals are implemented, 
it would not be fair or equitable to 
our membership. The LAPPL is 
fighting to stop some of these pro- 
posals. We are presently in negotia- 
tions with the Department to 
address Defense Reps and disci- 
pline issues. I feel we will be able to 
come to an equitable conclusion.

The 36 City Hall of- 
ficers have been a familiar sight at 
City Hall since they were first es- 
tablished in 1925. I believe that this 
is the year Captain Bill “Wog” Gart- 
land joined the Department! The 
battle lines were drawn between 
the security officers and Chief Ber- 
nard Parks, who opposed the arm- 
ing of these uniformed City peace 
officers. Your League supported the

Twelve Council- 
members sided with the officers and 
your League. As usual, Councilmem- 
ber Rita Walters voted against the 
motion. Nothing new for the lady who 
will do everything she can to hamper 
the mission of law enforcement in Los 
Angeles. 

Congratulations to the General 
Services Security Officers for their 
success in this matter. 

Is this defeat for the Chief the be- 
ginning of the end of his tyranny? 
Probably not. The Chief is still enjoy- 
ing his honeymoon with many off- 
cials at City Hall.

The following article was submit- 
ted by League panel attorney Pat- 
rick J. Thistle regarding his recent 
experience while representing an of- 
ficer before a Board of Rights. 

The Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment has rules. Most of the rules 
are designed to regulate the con- 
duct of Police Department employ- 
ees. You are expected, under 
penalty of discipline, up to and in- 
cluding termination, to obey those 
rules. Some Department rules are 
designed to regulate the conduct of 
those who enforce and make deci- 
sions regarding discipline, and 
those rules also define the due proc- 
ess to which you are entitled in the 
disciplinary and other processes 
Just as you, management of the De- 
partment is obligated to obey all 
Department rules lest there be ad- 
verse consequences. Denials of the 
benefit of rules which define due 
process often result in litigation be- 
cause once you have exhausted ap- 
peals to management, you have no 
other alternative but to appeal to a 
court for relief. Over the years, the 
League has been in the forefront of 
both legislative efforts to push for 
the enactment of such rules and 
enforcing them in the courts for 

your benefit.

attorneys), retired (another legal 
term meaning “left the room”) to 
deliberate on twenty five counts of 
alleged misconduct against the Ac- 
cused.

“Never send to know for whom the bell tolls; it tolls for thee.” 


You are on the stand testifying at 
a Board of Rights. You were the com- 
plaint investigator. You can not imag- 
ine that anyone could have any more 
questions about this case that you 
investigated. The Department Advo- 
cate and the Defense Representative 
have dragged details about the com- 
plaint out of you that even you didn’t 
know you still knew. Now the ques- 
tioning passes to the Board members. 
The Chairman of the Board asks 
about your experience, the number of 
cases you had handled prior to this 
case and other foundational ques- 
tons. You are experienced so the an- 
Swers are easy. The answer to the 
next question will not be so easy. 


“Did you find the complainant to be 
truthful in your opinion?” The Chair- 
man asks. 


“Objection.” cries the Defense Rep- 
resentative, jumping to his feet. 
“That is the ultimate question the 
Board is supposed to decide.” 


“Overruled,” the Chairman says. 
“You may answer.” 


The Defense Representative sits 
back down and looks dourly at you as 
if he knows what your answer will be. 
After all, it was your investigation 
that was used as the basis to send the 
accused officer to a Board of Rights in 
the first place. You realize that also, 
but the fact is, you didn’t believe the 
complainant. You wrote the report 
accurately, but there is no box to

check for your sixth sense and intui- 
tion. The complaint was essentially 
one on one. The officer’s Captain, the 
Bureau, and the Chief of Police de- 
cided the accused officer was guilty, 
but you had doubts. You were there 
for the questioning of the complain- 
ant during the investigation and it 
didn’t feel right. Now, under oath, you 
are being asked about your opinion. 
You have nothing concrete either 
way, but you do have an opinion. 
The Advocate waits confidently for 
your answer. You know the Depart- 
ment expects you to back the position 
the Department has already decided 
was correct, in other words, that com- 
plainant is telling the truth and the 
officer is lying. So you could waffle 
and say something like “I couldn't 
find any reason not to believe the 
complainant” or maybe “I don’t know, 
deciding that issue is for the Board to 
decide.” Or, you could be completely 
honest and take the chance that cer- 
tain people on the Department will 
criticize you for undermining the De- 
partment’s case. You know that a 
sixth sense and intuition based opin- 
ion does not hold up well under cross 
examination. Everyone in the Board 
room is waiting for your answer. 
What now? 


The Harder Ethical Choice 


The Department is big on ethics. 
What this means as a practical mat- 
ter is ethics in relationship to the 
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larger world out there. thical ar 
rests, ethical reports, ethical testi 
mony, ethical behavior with the 
public, ethical interaction with fellow 
employees. These ethical choices are 
made easier because they are sanc- 
tioned and encouraged by the Depart- 
ment. No matter how difficult the 
ethical decision may be, there is a 
large support base in which you live 
and work that approves of your deci- 
sion. 

But what about when the ethical 
decision runs contrary to the direc- 
tion the Department is heading? This 
is a different situation completely. 
Suddenly there is no support base. 
You are on your own. It may be worse 
than that, you may actually suffer 
negative consequences. Backlash. 
Lost trust from management. The 
golden halo you formerly had might 
be transformed into a dark cloud. 
What then? 

Fortunately, this Department bris- 
tles with people who still call it like 
they see it. Complaint investigators 
have testified against the Depart- 
ment’s case when necessary and will 
continue to do so. Furthermore, even 
under pressure from the Chief of Po- 
lice, captains and above continue to 
deliver not guilty verdicts to accused 
officers when they determine it is 
just. I would like to name names 
here, but accolades from me may not 
be career enhancing and the last 
thing I want to do is cause the ‘call it 
like they see it? group any problems, 
however subtle. 

Unfortunately, there are those on 
the Department whose ethics blow 
with the wind no matter what the 
direction is as long as the direction 
will ultimately lead up. This type of 
Department employee loudly bangs 
the ethical drum when the beat 
matches that of the Chief of Police, 
but folds like a cheap pup tent when 
a decision might be controversial. 
This type of employee is also the most 
likely to abuse the rights of fellow 
employees either through ignorance 
or their own disposition. They are on 
a mission and little things like the 
right to representation, opportunity 
to Skelly, employee privacy, due proc- 
ess and other such trivial matters 
pale in comparison to their larger vi- 
sion of Department goals and man- 
dates. It is usually on this field that 
the League and the Department col- 
lide in dissent. 

The current 1.28 complaint proce- 
dure crisis magnifies most of the 
problems facing officers today. When 
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complaints accusing officers 0! 
properly using laser beams must 
on paper and be investigated, we a) 
in trouble. But if the Department 
willing to take this kind of complain; 
why can’t the 1.28 be used to docu 


ment abuses of employee rights? Wh, 


can’t the supervisor that orders ar 


officer into a complaint interviey, 


without sufficient time to find a qua! 
fied defense representative be r 
warded with a 1.28? Why can’t th, 
commanding officer who gives an of 
ficer six hours to complete a Skelly o; 
an investigation that took the Dx 
partment nearly a year to complet, 
get a 1.28? Why can't the complain 
investigator that feels a need to ask 
personal irrelevant questions in 4 
complaint interview get a 1.28? Why 
can’t Department advocates who do 
not ensure an accused officer gets 
timely discovery to prepare his de- 
fense get a 1.28? 

Remember, the 1.28 special order 
says that the Department will ac- 
cept complaints from any source at 
any time virtually for any reason. 
Isn’t the abuse of an employee's 
rights at least as important as docu- 
menting an officer’s frown when he 
writes a ticket? It is, of course. 
likely that the Department will not 
take the complaint seriously, if past 
action can be used as an indicator. 
but what has changed is the De- 
partment’s ability to submarine the 
complaint. The Department’s own 
rules require that the complaint be 
documented. 

Maybe if a new wind (like a 1.28 
blizzard) hits those whose ethics 
blow with the wind, their behavior 
will be changed. After all, we are 
told, the purpose of attaching all 
these complaints to your serial 
number via TEAMS even if the 
complaint is not sustained is to give 
management the opportunity to see 
if an officer is in need of counseling 
or training. You know, document 
smoke in case there is a fire and all 
that stuff. People on the rise hate 
negative things attached to their 
serial numbers. Maybe this pros- 
pect will make them think again 
about abusing an officer’s rights. 
The surest test of the fairness of 
a rule is to see if the rule makers 
apply the rule to themselves. If 
management thinks this is unfair, 
officers everywhere should hear 
warning bells.

Councilmember Chick 
Introduces Comprehensive Traffic 
Safety Initiative For Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES -- Calling 
traffic accidents "a rising threat 
to public safety," Los Angeles 
City Councilmember Laura 
Chick today introduced a pack- 
age of three related City Council 
motions that represent a com- 
prehensive effort to reduce traf- 
fic fatalities and city financial 
losses from accidents on city 
streets. 

"With violent crime thank- 
fully on the decline in Los Ange- 
les, traffic accidents loom ever 
larger as a threat to public 
safety," said Councilmember 
Chick, who chairs the Council’s 
Public Safety Committee. "With 
hundreds losing their lives an- 
nually in traffic accidents, the 
city needs to get smarter and 
more effective about how we as- 
sure safety on our roads." 

In 1997, 209 people we 
killed and thousandepeees ine 
jured in automobile accidents in 
the city of Los Angeles. A recent 
survey conducted for the Los An- 
geles Police Department (LAPD) 
indicated that Los Angeles resi- 
dents now rank the danger of 
speeding drivers as high as vio- 
lent crime as an important issue 
for the LAPD to address. 


Chick’s first motion seeks t0 
extend to traffic enforcement 
the LAPD’s new Work Plan proc- 
ess (under which LAPD com- 
manders set specific goals for 
crime reduction and share de- 
tailed information on crime 
trends). The motion asks LAPD 
to set a specific, quantitative 
goal of reducing the number of 
traffic accidents resulting in fa 
talities or serious injuries dur- 
ing 1998. Then, because traffic 
safety is not solely a police re 
sponsibility, the motion asks 
LAPD to work with the Depart 
ment of Transportation, Plan 
ning Department, Bureau of 
Engineering, and Bureau © 
Street Maintenance in develop” 
ing a comprehensive, interde 
partmental strategy  [" 
achieving the city’s goal. Chick 
has discussed this teamwork 8P° 
proach with Chief Parks and he 
has expressed interest in the 
idea.

The Breakfast Bandits: Det. Ray 
Conboy is currently working hard 
on the case of the "Breakfast Ban-

dits." These are two guys who be- 
friend gay men, drug their food, and 
rob their homes of valuables. They 
have victimized at least two men 
here in Hollywood, one in West Hol- 
lywood, and one in San Diego. 
Through very thorough investiga- 
tive techniques, and a great ability 
to work with outside agencies, Det. 
Conboy was able to positively I.D. 
the suspects through fingerprints. 
These two suspects have devas- 
tated the lives of their victims by 
preying upon kindly, trusting men. 
The victims are lucky to have es- 
caped with their lives, as they were 
unknown quantities 
of unknown drugs in food and 
drinks. All known victims have 
positively identified the suspects 
out of six pack line-ups. While the 
suspects are still outstanding, Det. 
Conboy has solved yet another 
high-profile case involving very 
dangerous criminals. 

Det. Conboy and Det. Dan Enri- 
quez worked together on a recent 
kidnap case. A female Japanese 
tourist was involved in a minor traf- 
fic collision. Upon exiting her vehi- 
cle, she was approached by the 
suspect, the driver of the other ve- 
hicle, and asked if she needed any 
help. The victim got into the vehicle 
and the suspect drove away with 
her. The suspect demanded money 
from the victim to pay for the vehi- 
cle damage, which was obtained 
from an ATM in Hollenbeck. The 
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suspect finally released the victim 

hours later. She was forced to give 

the suspect her phone number so 
that he could reach her again if 
additional money was needed. The 
victim contacted Ray and Dan who 
then set up a phone tap on the vic- 
tim’s phone. The suspect then 
called, requesting a meet for addi- 
tional funds, and was taken into 
custody at the meet location. The 
suspect was still in possession of the 
note the victim had written for him 
with her name and phone number 
information. Job well done! 

Enriquez also spearheaded 
the recently solved "Security Guard 
Bank Robberies."

Yet Another Story of a 
Job Well Done by 


Department Employees 


On February 25, 1998, we re- 
ceived a call from Det. Henebry of 
Bunco Forgery Division. Henebry 
advised us he was preparing to 
serve a search warrant the follow- 
ing day. The case involved Metham- 
phetamine-using suspects who 
were ‘washing" checks. Henebry 
had received information from an 
informant that the suspect kept a 
jar of deadly unknown chemicals in 
a safe at the location. Supposedly 
the suspect kept the chemicals to 
throw on invading thieves or police 
officers, and it was designed to kill 
instantly. Naturally, Henebry was 
concerned for the safety of involved 
officers, so he requested our assis- 
tance. 

The warrant service was to occur 
in the city of West Hollywood. Due 
to the possibility of chemical con- 
tamination, we took along an en- 
gine company and RA from LAFD. 
We also decided to have two 
Hazmat Unit officers (Sieber & 
Doyle) suit up in protective cloth- 
ing so they could evacuate and de- 
contaminate any members of the 
entry team mignt pecome con- 


Upon.arrival, the entry team from 
BED made entry and located two sus- 
pects. They removed the suspects, 
and Officers Doyle and Sieber en- 


tered to recon the area for the chemi- 

cals. Doyle and Sieber located the 

locked safe and noticed a possible ex- 

plosive device on top of it. The officers 

backed out and advised the Incident 

Commander, BFD Captain 

Warkentin. Capt. Warkentin imme- 

diately notified West Hollywood 

Sheriffs, who sent a supervisor. After 
conferring with West Hollywood 
authorities, it was decided that LAPD 
would handle everything inside the 
location, and LASO would handle 
everything outside the location. That 
being the case, our Bomb Squad 
(Pau, Joy, Lockwood and Pan- 
dolfo) responded to handle the possi- 
ble device. Evacuations were 
conducted by LASO West Hollywood 
personnel, with assistance from 
LAPD Hollywood Division officers. 

The city of West Hollywood sent 
their Winnebago Command Vehicle, 
and an impromptu command post 
was set up. Capt. Warkentin and his 
assistant, Lt. Bertrand, did a great 
job of coordinating the response of all 
involved agencies. Rarely do we see 
an operation run this smoothly, even 
when only city resources are used, but 
especially when outside agencies are 
involved. 

To make a long story short, the 
device ended up being a speaker in- 
stead of a bomb. After the Bomb 
Squad did their thing, SID chemists 
Sanchez and Wysong entered and 
checked out the jar. It was deter- 
mined that the jar contained a prod- 
uct called DMSO, which is easily 
absorbed through the skin. The idea 
was to mix the DMSO with poison, 
thus enabling the poison to be ab-

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sorbed also. Luckily, the product had 
not yet been mixed, so the danger was 
minimal, No other chemicals were 
found. 

Bottom line on this incident is that 
it went very smoothly, thanks to the 
forward thinking of BFD personnel. 
Their taking the time to call us before 
the operation enabled us to coordi- 
nate with other agencies. Addition- 
ally, their ability to communicate 
with other involved agencies, and 
their knowledge of SEMS/ICS con- 
cepts, helped to keep all involved par- 
ties remaining focused and working 
in a safe manner. 


Documentation 
is Important 


Last month, League Director Tim 
Sands wrote in his column about the 
dangers of exposure to hazardous ma- 
terials. Retired D-3 Roy Wunder- 
lich sent him a letter about his 
problems after working the Lab 
Squad. I would like to piggyback on 
their thoughts by reminding all of you 
how important exposure documenta- 
tion is. 

If you become exposed to a hazard- 
ous material in an on-duty situation, 
you need to document it and have the 
records placed in your permanent 
personnel file. Of course, if you are 
injured, your supervisor will fill out a 
1.66. However, if you are not injured, 
it is YOUR responsibility to fill out a 
15.7. Explicit directions for the com- 
pletion of the 15.7 can be found in the 
Department Manual Volut 
30/712.10. Ons 39.7 
it th ncident. li the exposure 

is related to a U.O., and an after-ac- 
tion report is made, a 15.7 is not nec- 
essary, however, it can’t hurt. Federal 
regulations require that these expo- 
Sure records be retained by your em- 
ployer for 30 years after your 
separation date. You should also save 
a copy for yourself. 

These exposure records are vitally © 
important should you come down 
with some exotic disease later in life. 
Without proper documentation, you 
will have a hard time convincing the 
city that your illness is duty-related. 
In the worst-case scenario, your heirs 
may be able to use the documentation 
to argue for higher pension benefits 
should you die from an on-duty expo- 
sure 30 years prior. 

Obviously, we hope that you don’t 
get exposed to any hazmat on-duty, 
but, history shows that it is difficult 
to do a career in law enforcement 
without ever being involved in a 
hazmat incident.

SMD has set up an "800" 
number for residents to report aban- 
doned waste, spills or other dis- 
charges affecting any public 
right-of-way in the city.

“Death of a Devonshire Legend" --

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A Eulogy for a True Policeman 


The Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment and the police profession has 
lost one of its modern legends. 
“Nick the Cop" Najera passed away 
on February 6, 1998. Fernando J. 
Najera was born in Jerome, Ari- 
zona, on January 23, 1921. His 
early years were spent in FE] Paso 
Texas. | 

He was a man born to the “War- 
rior Class." He fought bravely with 
the 101st Airborne during the Nor- 
mandy Invasion. At Bastonge, he 
earned a Silver Star, Bronze Star. 
EAME Campaign with four Bronze 
Stars, anda Purple Heart with Oak 
Leaf Cluster. His experience with 
the "Screaming Eagles" in World 
War II set the Stage for his life in 
many ways. A life of courage, com- 
mitment and service above and be- 
yond the call of duty - a love of his 
country and community. 

In 1947 he made a decision that 
would allow him to realize a level of 
excellence and fulfillment that few 
of us achieve in life. He joined the 
Los Angeles Police Department and 
became what he was born to be - a 
“cop.” He was one of a select few in 
our profession. Nick was "The 
Natural." To him, police work was 
more than a job; it was a way of life. 
Nick was an original. He was one of 


a kind. He Ww 


as bigger than life. 
Nick was an “icon.” 


Everyone knows several] “Nick 
the Cop police stories. Many of 


them would be unbelievable unless 
you knew “Nick.” There are few 
criminals in northeast Los Angeles 
who do not know and respect him. 
He was the master of "The Hink." 
He could not only Spot the telltale 
signals of guilt by people who had 
Just committed a crime, he could see 
the signals before the crime was 
committed. He was "street smart" 
and knew all the “players." He had 
an amazing intuitive sense of what 
action to take. In authentic ‘street 
police work" timing is everything. 
He had it. He knew when to close 
in, when to hang back and give the 
bandit a little more rope. He knew 
what the "bad guy" was going to do 
before he did. He just had an amaz- 
ing gift for police work. 

Nick was ahead of his time. He 
was one of the first "community- 
based" police officers. He policed 
the neighborhood where he 
lived...and died -- E] Sereno. He was 
committed to serving the people in 
his community and often he placed 
himself "in harm’s way" while doing

sometime driver, in Lakewood, 
Colorado.

Said Thad Brown of 
Pierce Brooks in his April 16, 1964 
memo to Chief Parker, "Having the 
utmost confidence in Sergeant 
Brooks’ investigative ability, I 
asked him to reduce to writing his 
opinion of Officer Hettinger’s con- 
duct and actions. In my opinion 
Sergeant Brooks is one of the most 
competent investigators this De- 
partment has ever been fortunate 
to have; therefore, I put much cre- 
dence in his opinion and hereby 
submit the reports he made, that 
they might be made a part of Officer 
Hettinger’s file. I would like at this 
time to request that Officer Hettin- 
ger be made available for assign-

testimony during the trial under 
considerable stress."

event in California. Established nearly 20 
years ago, the Tri-Valley Special 
Olympics (TVSO) branch serves nearly a 
thousand athletes in the San Femando and 
Santa Clarita Valleys, Glendale and Bur- 
bank. TVSO is one of several local 
branches of the Southern California Spe- 
cial Olympics, which 1s itself a chapter of 
the Special Olympics International. Ath- 
letes can join Special Olympics as early as 
age five, compete at eight, and continue to 
participate throughout adulthood. 

The Special Olympics offers com- 
petition in numerous individual and 
team events, including basketball, soft- 
ball, aquatics, bowling, gymnastics, 
roller skating, track and field, and 
equestrian contests funded entirely 
through charitable donations. 

Sadly, TVSO officials estimated that 
only about 15% of the individuals in 
the region who might be eligible actu- 
ally participate in Special Olympics 
events. An outreach program is cur- 
rently being established to contact 
prospective athletes and encourage 
them to participate. Volunteers are 
needed to help in this important task. 

The Special Olympics operates 
entirely on private donations, which 
come from hundreds of individuals, 
families, corporations, foundations, 
civic organizations and employee 
groups. They receive no government 
funding and are not a member of the 
United Way.

At-A-Boy 

On February 6, 1998, at 1100 
hours, Officers George Brieti- 
gam and Catherine Sobieski 
were en route to Rampart Area 
after booking a narcotics suspect 
at Jail Division. The officers were 
westbound on 5th Street ap- 
proaching Broadway when they 
observed an armed robbery in pro-

gress. The suspect, wearing a ski 
mask, was holding a butcher knife 
against the victim’s throat with 
his left hand. The victim’s back 
was pinned against a van parked 
on 5th Street. The suspect was 








punching the victim’s stomach 
and rummaging through the vic- 
tim’s pockets. 

The officers tactically deployed 
on the suspect and, taking a posi- 
tion of advantage, ordered the 
suspect into the felony prone. The 
suspect, a veteran street predator 
with three prior robbery convic- 
tions, dropped the knife and was 
taken into custody without inci- 
dent. The suspect later pled guilty 
to ADW and was sent back to 
prison (see ya in 20 to life). 


On February 11, 1998, at 1200 
hours, Officer Julian Munoz and 
Brad Schumacher were on pa- 
trol when they received an "ADW" 
call. The suspect attacked the vic- 
tim with a large kitchen knife. 
The suspect kidnapped the vic- 
tim, and repeatedly raped her for 
two weeks before attempting to 
silence her permanently. The vic- 
tim, bleeding and traumatized, 
managed to escape. She made it to 
a phone and called the police. The 
victim advised the officers that 
the suspect frequents the Ram- 
part area, and provided a detailed 
description of the suspect. In an 
era when most are content with 
simply completing a report, Offi- 
cers Munoz and Schumacher be- 
gan the hunt for the violent street 


predator. They began their follow- 
up with an extensive, systematic 
search for the suspect. Their te- 
nacity eventually paid off when 
they located the suspect on Bea- 
con Avenue, near 8th Street. Us- 
ing outstanding street tactics, the 
officers apprehended the suspect 
without incident.

Imagine for a moment a soccer 
tournament where youth and adult 
teams from the community come 
face to face with law enforcement 
officers. For the last two years, dur- 
ing the months of June and July, it 
has been possible. The encounters 
were of a friendly nature allowing 
officers time to put their police im- 
age aside and dress in shorts and 
jerseys to meet the challenge. 

Both previous tournaments were 
significantly important since they 
were organized with the vision of 
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improving relations between the 
community and LAPD. Further- 
more, and equally important was 
the good impression the officers left 
on the participating young men and 
adults. The participating commu- 
nity teams were very enthusiastic 
to interact with the officers by play- 
ing a sport they have in common. 
My name is Jose M. De Leon, and 
I am a detective with LAPD. On or 
about January of 1995, while think- 
ing of the difficult times LAPD had 
recently faced in regaining the com- 
munity support, it occurred to me 
that by interacting officers and 
community members as previously 
stated, was one way of achieving 
the department’s goal. With this 
idea in mind, I approached both of 
our department soccer team mem- 
bers and requested their participa- 
tion in both tournaments. I am very 
grateful to all the participating of- 
ficers, who while off duty partici- 
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pated with their teams, making 
this idea a successful event. I am 
also very pleased with the outcome 
of both tournaments and to have 
received the support of many com- 
munity leaders. Although the work 
was hard, it was well worth it and 
satisfying. 

Both tournaments were self sup- 
ported and they did not cost LAPD 
or the city money. However, the 
positive image created definitely 
benefits all of us in LAPD. Several 
of the participating young men and 
adults expressed a sincere desire to 


join the LAPD family as explorers 
or police officers in the near future. 

The third annual tournament is 
about to start, and it looks more 
challenging and more interesting 
than the previous two. In addition 
to our LAPD teams, we now have 
the participation of LASO women 
and men teams and the participa- 
tion of both city and county fire 
department teams. As you can see, 
this tournament has brought out 
the interest of other agencies. Thus, 
making it a greater experience in 
the minds of the participants, who 
some day may be interested in a 
career as police officers or firemen. 

It has been made very clear to all 
participating members that this is 
not an LAPD sponsored, approved, 
or financially supported event. Fur- 
thermore, it has been made very 
clear that I do not represent LAPD 
when organizing or supervising 
this event. Even with this knowl-

edge, the participating members 
are interested in continuing with 
their participation, and they have 
done so in the last two events. This 
interest assures me that the par- 
ticipants are also interested in in- 
teracting with law enforcement 
officers, and with our new addition, 
firemen. 

My dream is that someday this 
event reaches the interest of city 
officials and LAPD high-ranking of- 
ficers who should consider that pro- 
jects like this event are not costly 
but very effective. 

In closing I would like to briefly 
point out the effectiveness a project 
like this could achieve. For exam- 
ple, if this event was implemented 
citywide with all the geographical 
patrol divisions having a repre- 
senting team, we would have ap- 
proximately 360 young men 
playing a sport they like and out of 
the streets.

metrically to where it has become 
one of the largest relays in the 
world. This year’s race features, for 
the first time ever, a team com- 
posed of runners representing po- 
lice departments in Great Britain. 
Traveling not quite so far, but from 
outside the California/Nevada 
area, teams from U.S. Customs El 
Paso (Texas), the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, Arizona Attorney 
General’s Office, Salt Lake City 
(Utah) PD, FBI Salt Lake City, and 
Eugene (Oregon) PD, and two 
teams representing Dallas (Texas) 
PD and Calgary (Canada) PD. The 
Invitational Category will include a 
team representing the United 
States Marine Corps.

And The Use Of Deadly Language

We live in an age of subtle innu- 
endos in speech and commentary. 


_We have experienced the effects of 


calling someone a "motorist" in- 
stead of a "dangerous felon," 2,500 
times. It can lead to cop bashing. 
If the media had called Officer 
Tina Kerbrat’s slayer a "cold- 
blooded, Salvadorian cop-killer," 
over and over again, we could 
have experienced a societywide 
bashing of people from El Salva- 
dor in short order. Some in the 
media and journalism professions 
thrive on that sort of innuendo. A 
police officer never "takes a life" 
in the line of duty; he/she always 
"kills" someone. I would like to 
call upon us as law enforcement 
professionals to clean up our lan- 
guage, because we've heard that 
expression so often on television 
and in the papers, we can slip into 
using it ourselves. 


Distinctions Are in Order 


It has long been my contention 
that peace officers in blue or any 
other color uniform do not strap 
on the Sam Browne to go out and 
"kill" people. You go out to do your 
duty. "Duty" means to protect and 
serve. Unfortunately, you some- 
times must back up your words 
with a loaded weapon and, with 
the instability and craziness of 
many people in our streets, you 
sometimes have to fire that 
weapon! Officers fire their weap- 
ons to defend their own lives, the 
lives of their partners and to pro- 
tect the lives of the innocent. To 
take a life in those circumstances 
is not "to kill" in the Judeo-Chris- 
tian tradition of the Fifth Com- 
mandment. The Commandment 
orders people not to murder one 
another. 

Self-defense is "justifiable 
homicide" as is defending the life 
of an innocent person from immi- 
nent harm. The Fifth Command- 
ment does not condemn

one of the most tragic police kill- 
ings and aftermath in modern law 
enforcement history. 

I last saw Pierce in December 
1973 when I said my goodbyes to 
him and the Lakewood Police 
upon my return to Southern Cali- 
fornia policing. He went on to ob- 
tain his master’s and doctorate 
degrees and become Chief of 
Eugene, Oregon. Years earlier, 
upon his retirement from LAPD, 
he was appointed Chief of Spring- 
field, Oregon. In 1971 he was ap- 
pointed director of the 
newly-formed Lakewood Depart- 
ment of Public Safety in Colorado. 
I was then a young 24-year-old 
police officer in Walnut Creek, 
California, and Pierce offered me 
an opportunity to join him in this 
new department, one day in May 

1971, when we met in San Fran- 
cisco. I was so impressed by him 
during our meeting that I shortly 
resigned my position in Walnut 

Creek, threw all of my belongings 

in a Ryder truck, and headed for 

Denver, to follow this man who 

almost instantly had captured my 

interest, imagination and com- 
mitment. Though I only stayed on 
in Lakewood for a couple of years 
before returning to California po- 
licing, I was fortunate to spend a 
good part of that time working 
directly for him, creating a sense 
of personal loyalty, admiration 
and affection that has preserved, 
undiminished, over the years. Al- 
though I last saw him that year, 
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point him or fall short of his ex- 
pectations in any way. That was 
leadership, and I suppose, truth 
be told, it also bordered on hero 
worship. 

I remember one evening in 1971 
when I was working in the office 
late, Pierce stopped by on his way 
out, winked at me, and said, "Go 
home, watch Dragnet tonight," 
and walked away. I didn’t under- 
stand, but something made me do 
it anyway. It was a story about 
Sergeant Friday’s late-night visit 
to a laundromat to buy a pack of 
smokes. He encountered a bur- 
glar and there was a shooting that 
raised questions. The case was 
handily solved by "the officer-in- 
volved shooting investigator, 
Pierce R. Brooks." Then it was 
there in the credits, "Technical 
Advisor, Pierce R. Brooks." In 
those days, actual police events 
became the storylines for Jack 
Webb’s television series "Drag- 
net" and "Adam-12". Another 
time, Pierce mentioned to me that 
former LAPD detective Joseph 
Wambaugh was "working on a 
new book about the Campbell kill- 
ing -- it will be a good one." 

This was a man who in defining 
by example shaped many young 
officers’ impressions of what the 
ultimate police investigator, 
trainer, administrator and leader 
would be -- and none of us will 
ever forget him. — 

To Joyce, Mike and ‘Dan, we 
share. to the extent we can, your 
loss and we join in honoring this 
real-life hero, and we commit to 
carrying on his legacy to keep of-

so. Some of his most courageous, 
sacrificial acts, including gun- 
fights, were the result of defending 
people when he didn’t have to -- 
while "off duty." That was his level 
of commitment. 

He undoubtedly put more crimi- 
nals in prison than any other officer 
working the area. Yet he never had 
someone try to "get even." The peo- 
ple he sent to prison may have been 
angry at being caught, but there 
was never a doubt that they had 
been treated fairly. Nick cared for 
people. One night when we were 
having dinner at Nick’s house, we 
heard a knock at the back door. His 
wife, Helen, peeked through the 
curtains and saw that it was a 
neighborhood "hype" (heroin ad- 
dict). She warned Nick not to go to 
the door or give him money. Nick 
went to the door. When he re- 
turned, he sheepishly admitted he 
had given the hopeless addict a ten 
dollar bill to buy food for the baby 
he was holding. This was classic 
"Nick" -- street wise, but amazingly 
vulnerable to people’s needs. 

Once a burglar forced in the front 
door of Nick’s house, causing quite 
a bit of damage. Yet, upon careful 
examination, it seemed no property 
was missing. Strange! Several 
months later, a heroin addict we 
arrested confessed to the "break in,” 
apologizing profusely. The criminal 
explained he did not realize it was 
Nick’s house. After making the en- 
try he observed a photograph of 
Nick on a coffee table near the front
